SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  EEPORT. 


The  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  town  th« 
past  year  is  respectfully  submitted. 

District  No.  1.  Winter  Term — James  L.  Smith,  Teacher. 
The  unwearied  exertions  of  the  teacher  were  highly  successful  in  mak- 
ing this  one  of  the  best  schools  during  the  year.  The  most  perfect 
■order  was  maintained,  the  greatest  thoroughness  in  teaching  exhibited 
and  good  improvement  made. 

District  No.  2.  Summer  Term-^MAHY  E.  Tose^  Teacher.  In 
this  school  -one  of  our  best  teachers  was  employed,  possessing  excellent 
qualifications  for  her  work.  Had  the  scholars  labored  as  hard  as  the 
teacher,  it  would  have  been  a  first  class  school,  general  improvement 
good ;  some  classes  ver^  good. 

Winter  T^erT^— James  L,  Smith,  Teacher.  This  term  closed  in  4 
weeks.  It  was  not  successful,  owing  probably  to  a  misunderstanding 
before  its  commencement.  Scholars,  Parents,  and  Teacher,  must  co- 
operate, to  make  any  school  profitable. 

District  No.  S.  Summer  Term-^'E.  Frances  Whitney,  Teacher* 
This  was  a  profitable  term.  Teacher  well  qualified— school  orderly,  and 
good  improvement  made. 

Winter  ^erm— George  A.  "Wilkins,  Teacher.  This  teacher  pos- 
sesses many  good  qualifications,  and  labored  hard.  The  school  would 
have  been  much  improved  with  better  order  and  more  rigid  discipline 
of  mind.    Some  improvement  was  made> 

District  No.  4.  Summer  T^em— Maria  A.  George,  Teacher* 
This  school  enjoyed  the  labors  of  an  active,  energetic  teacher.  With 
such  teachers  and  schools  we  expect  much.  We  were  not  disappoint- 
ed in  this  case.  The  school  wa5  well  managed  and  good  improvement 
fia  ad«. 
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Winter  Term — A.  B.  Dascomb,  Teacher.  This  term  compvreg 
well  with  the  summer  term.  Good  teacher,  scholars,  method  of  in- 
struction,  order  and  improvement.  Some  very  advanced  scholars.  In 
all  respects  a  superior  school. 

District  No.  5.  Summer  Term — Lucy  A.  Tuttle,  Teacher. 
This  teacher  is  much  above  the  ordinary  grade.  The  instruction  was 
very  thorough  and  the  scholars  appeared  perfectly  acquainted  with 
what  they  attempted  to  learn.    Order  and  improvement  good. 

Winter  Term — L.  M.  Wilkins,  Teacher.  "We  are  sorry  to  say  that 
this  was  not  a  very  profitable  term.  Not  because  the  teacher  did 
not  labor  hard,  but  his  age  and  experience  were  not  adequate  to  the 
task. 

District  No.  6.  Summer  Term — Mary  E.  Chapin,  Teacher.  This 
was  about  an  average  school  as  to  teacher,  management,  and  improve- 
ment. 

Winter  Term — Morris  Christie,  Teacher.  The  qualifications  of 
the  teacher,  very  superior  for  teaching  and  managing  a  school.  Rapid 
improvement  was  made  for  so  short  term.  Deportment  and  order  of 
the  scholars,  very  commendable. 

District  No.  7.  Summer  Term — Linda  F.  Duncan,  Teacher. 
A  little  more  energy  and  experience  would  .make  this  a  good  teacher. 
Ordinary  improvement. 

Winter  Term — Mary  J.  Dunklee,  Teacher.  This  teacher  is  well 
qualified  for  her  work.  The  scholars  were  orderly,  appeared  anxious 
to  learn,  and  made  considerable  progress. 

District  No.  8.  Summer  Term — Mary  E.  Vose,  Teacher.  This 
is  a  very  small  school.  Had  only  one  term.  The  scholars  improved 
very  rapidly. 

District  No.  9.  Summer  Term — Dorothy  M.  Wilder,  Teacher. 
If  there  was  any  marked  defect  in  this  school  it  was  a  want  of  thorough- 
ness in  the  mode  of  teaching.  Some  scholars  made  very  good  ad- 
vancement. 

District  No.  10.  Winter  Term — Lucy  A.  Tuttle,  Teacher. 
This  is  a  very  small  school.    The  money  was  expended  very  profitably. 

District  No.  12.  Winter  Term — Mary  E.  Yose,  Teacher. 
Much  praise  is  due  to  the  teacher  and  scholars  of  this  school.  In 
every  respect  no  school  has  been  forward  of  this.  Considering  the 
advantages,  here  are  found  some  of  the  most  advanced  scholars  in  town. 
The  management  of  the  school  and  deportment  of  the  scholars  are 
praise  worthy. 
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District  No.  13.  Summer  Term — Eliza  A.  Parkinson,  Teacher. 
This  school  has  been  favored  with  one  of  our  best  and  most  experienc- 
ed teachers.  Any  district  that  employs  her  will  be  sure  to  get  their 
money's  worth.    Management  and  improvement  good. 

Winter  Term — Same  teacher  as  in  the  summer  term.  It  is  not  yet 
closed,  but  progressing  well.        '  .  . 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

To  Teachers.  One  very  prominent  object  in  the  education  of  youth 
should  be  to  discipline  and  develope  the  mental  powers.  The  great 
object  should  not  be  so  much  to  learn  the  pupil  a  great  many  things, 
as  to  mould  and  shape  the  mind  so  as  to  prepare  him  to  learn  himself 
in  all  future  life ;  to  lay  the  foundation  on  which  he  can  rear  the  super- 
structure. 

Order.  Laxity  of  discipline,  a  tendency  toward  disorder  is  the 
manifest  characteristic  of  schools  at  the  present  day.  This  is  not  al- 
4;ogether  the  fault  of  teachers,  but  of  parents  and  of  society  generally. 
If  perfect  ordier  and  quietness  were  sustained  and  called  for  by  parents 
and  society,  the  teachers  task  would  be  comparatively  easy  to  preserve 
it. 

Teachers^  Institutes.  We  would  earnestly  recommend  to  all  who 
expect  to  teach,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  Teachers' 
Institutes.  Here  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  judgment  and  ex- 
perience of  our  best  educators.  It  has  a  tendency  to  establish  a  uni- 
formity in  the  best  method  of  teaching  and  conducting  schools. 

Prudential  Committees  should  use  much  caution  and  care  in  select- 
ing teachers.  They  should  satisfy  their  minds  by  inquiry  that  they 
are  employing  good  teachers. 

Many  of  our  schools  are  very  short,  and  a  hundred  or  two  dollars 
more  money  raised  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  rising  genera- 
tion.   Education  is  the  best  legacy  we  ean  leave  our  children. 

In  closing  this  report  we  would  express  our  gratitude  to  the  great 
Author  of  all  our  blessings  for  his  fostering  care  over  our  schools  the 
|)ast  year.  For  the  health,  harmony,  peace  and  prosperity  which  has 
been  enjoyed.

That  have  been  at  the  Poor  Farm  within  the  year  ending  Feb- 
ruary 17,  1858,  are 

Jeremiah  Wyate,  Abigail  Hayward,  Sally  Hayward,  Betsy 
Swain,  Alanson  Dimond,  Reuben  W.  Butters,  Morris  B.  Wilkins. 
Mrs.  Brown  came  to  poor  farm  December  4,  1857. 

Jeremiah  S.  Atwood,  wife  and  five  children,  came  to  poor  farm 
January  2,  1858. 

Mrs.  Hayward  died  February  25,  1858.  There  have  been  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty  days  board  of  transient  persons  at  the  farm 
the  past  season. 
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Superintending  School  Committee's 

REPORT. 


Your  committee,  having  attended  to  the  duties  of  his  office  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of  their 
condition  : 

In  some  respects  there  has  been  an  improvement  upon  those  of  last  year. 
No  school  during  the  season,  has  proved  entirely  unsuccessful, while  many 
have  been  eminently  profitable.  No  serious  difficulty  has  occurred  in  any 
school;  no  scholar  has  been  expelled,  and  in  no  instance  has  a  teacher 
been  obliged  to  call  upon  the  committee  to  suppress  insubordination  or 
quell  disturbance. 

Many  of  the  teachers  possessed  good  literary  and  other  qualifications; 
and  labored  with  zeal  and  fidelity  for  the  elevation  and  improvement  of 
those  committed  to  their  care.  It  is  hoped  the  services  of  such  may  be 
secured  tor  the  future.  There  have  been  causes,  also,  in  operation,  both 
within  the  schools,  and  external  to  them,  which  have  tended  to  prevent 
their  greatest  prosperity.    Some  of  these  will  be  noticed  hereafter. 

DisT.  No.  1.  School  teaching  is  no  sinecure.  Any  person  who  would 
eneuge  in  it  successfully,  must  have  many  qualifications,  aside  from  those 
which  the  law  requires.  Energy,  self-reliance,  firmness  with  suavity,  an 
ability  to  command  respect  and  sustain  order,  and  others  might  be  men- 
tioned. Any  one,  knowingly  deficient  in  these  qualities,  whatever  her 
other  acquirements  may  be,  should  hesitate  much  before  deciding  to  occu- 
py the  responsible  position  of  a  teacher.  In  neither  term  of  this  school 
was  perfect  satisfaction  given.  The  teacher  in  the  summer  was  of  very 
fair  literary  standing,  and  the  school  commenced  under  favorable  auspices; 
but  she  had  not  the  requisite  tact  and  energy  to  render  it  either  very  in- 
teresting of  profitable.  The  number  who  attended  through  the  term  was 
quite  small;  many  having  left  before  the  close,  and  but  little  Improve- 
ment was  made.  The  teacher  in  the  winter  seemed  desirous  of  doing  her 
whole  duty,  but  did  not  quite  succeed  in  securing  that  perfect  respect  and 
obedience  from  her  pupils,  which  are  so  desirable  and  so  necessary  to  the 
comfort  of  the  teacher  and  the  good  of  the  school. 

DiST.  No.  2.  Both  terms  were  very  successful.  The  summer  school 
was  ably  conducted;  and  its  appearance  at  the  close,  was^  praiseworthy. 
Some  scholars  did  not  whisper  during  the  term.    In  the  winter,  much  in 
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terest  was  manifested  The  good  order,  correct  manners  and  promptness 
at  the  examination,  upoke  highly  of  the  ability  of  the  teacher,  and  the 
merits  of  the  scholars. 

DisT.  No.  3.  The  summer  school  was  not  entirely  prosperous.  The 
teacher  and  many  of  the  scholars  were  sick  during  its  progress,  and  the 
advancement  was  consequently  retarded.  More  might  have  been  accom- 
plished with  better  order.  The  committee  was  unable  to  visit  the  winter 
school  at  its  close.  It  was  under  the  charge  of  an  able  and  efficient  teach- 
er, and  if  progress  was  not  made,  the  fault  was  not  hers. 

DiST.  No.  4.  I ioth  summer  and  winter  schools  in  this  district,  were 
profitable.  The  examinations  were  well  sustained;  especially  that  of  the 
summer  term, 

DisT.  No.  5.  The  same  teacher  was  employed  in  the  summer  and  win- 
ter. She  had  the  interest  of  her  school  at  heart,  and  labored  faithfully 
and  with  some  success,  for  its  impvovement.  The  summer  term  was  bet- 
ter than  the  winter.  At  the  examination  of  the  latter,  whispering, 
laughing  and  restlessness,  were  too  conspicuous. 

DiST.  No.  6.  The  teacher  of  this  school  discharged  her  duties  satisfac- 
torily.   Much  benefit  was  derived  from  her  instruction. 

DiST.  No.  7.  The  summer  term  was  quiet  and  orderly,  and  gave  satis- 
faction. The  committee  did  not  receive  notice  of  the  close  of  the  winter 
school,  consequently,  it  was  not  examined.  It  was  taught  by  a  young, 
inexperienced  lad,  who  will  do  well  to  wait  some  years,  before  again  at- 
tempting anything  so  responsible  as  school-teaching.  A  female  might  be 
employed  in  the  wintsr  school  in  this  district,  with  advantage. 

DiST.  No.  8.    This  school  appeared  well  and  made  some  improvement. 

DiST.  No.  9.  This  district  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  a 
faithful  and  competent  teacher-  The  instruction  was  thorough,  the  dis- 
cipline good  and  the  advancement  creditable. 

DisT.  No.  10.  This  school  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  having  a  good 
teacher,  and  profited  accordingly. 

DisT.  No.  11.  The  two  very  small  scholars  who  attended  this  school 
made  some  progress  in  the  alphabet. 

DisT.  No.  12.  A  faithful  and  judicious  teacher  had  charge  of  this 
school.    The  examination  was  creditable. 

DisT.  No.  13.  The  summer  term  was  taught  by  an  experienced  teacher. 
She  had  of  late,  however,  been  mostly  engaged  in  city  schools,  and  her 
management,  here,  although  in  accordance  with  that  recommended  and 
adopted  by  many  accomplished  modern  teachers,  was  nevertheless  not  pat- 
terned so  exactly  after  the  usages,  when  "we  went  to  school,"  as  to  give 
perfect  satisfaction  to  all  her  patrons.  Some  of  her  classes  appeared  very 
well,  while  others  had  not  improved  as  much.  Had  she  enjoyed  the  full 
co-operation  of  her  scholars  and  their  parents,  the  school  would  have  been 
muck  more  profitable.  The  best  teacher  can  do  but  little  without  this. — 
When  the  parents  absent  themselves  entirely  from  the  school-room,  know 
nothing  personally  of  the  management  there,  still  lend  a  willing  ear  and 
an  approving  word  to  every  tale  of  dissatiifaction  coming  from  the  schol- 
ars, without  investigation  as  to  its  truth,  or  regard  for  its  justice,  a  teacher 
has  but  little  encouragement  in  her  arduous  labors.  Sickness  prevented 
the  committee  from  examining  the  winter  school  at  its  close,  but  it  was 
under  the  care  of  an  experienced  and  judicious  teacher,  and  promised  at 
the  commencement  to  be  very  useful. 
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DiST.  No.  14.  This  school  has  not  yet  closed,  but  is  progressing  favor- 
ably under  charge  ot  a  good  teacher. 

Remarks. — After  reviewing  the  condition  of  our  schools,  the  past  sea- 
eon,  it  may  be  profitable  to  look  for  a  moment  at  aouie  of  the  causes  and 
influences,  which  have  hindered  their  prosperity.  During  th'3  winter, 
there  has  been  much  outside  of  the  schoolroom,  to  attract  the  attention  of 
those  within,  of  a  more  enticing  and  fascinating  character,  than  the  dry, 
dull  routine  of  study.  Dances,  parties,  exhibitions,  &c.,  have  prevailed 
to  an  unusual  extent,  and  their  deleterious  influence  has  been  fait  princi- 
pally by  the  young  and  thoughtless  in  our  schools.  Their  minds  have 
been  rendered  adverse  to  study  ;  the  quiet  interest  of  the  school  room,  and 
the  thirst  for  that  knowledge,  which  is  power  to  every  possessor,  could 
not  compete  successfully  with  the  noisy  brawl,  the  exciting  dance,  or  the 
promiscuous  assemblage.  In  some  districts,  evening  schools,  exhibitiona, 
lyceums,  &e.  have  been  held  to  the  serious  detriment  ot  the  schools  — 
Such  things  should  not  be  countenanced  by  any  one,  who  wishes  to  see 
the  elevation  of  our  young  people,  in  habits  of  thoughtfulness,  reflection 
and  morality.  Declamations  and  compositions  are  excellent  in  their 
place,  and  should  make  a  part  of  the  exercises  of  every  school  ;  but  when 
these  degenerate  under  the  name  of  lyceums  into  mere  love  making  frol- 
ics, between-young  lads  and  misses  just  escaped  from  babyhood,  they  must 
be  regaided  as  fostering  a  precocity  in  a  certain  direction,  which  is  far 
from  improving  to  either  mind  or  morals. 

Some  scholars,  it  is  believed,  have  attended  our  schools,  without  any 
desire  or  intention  to  profit  thereby  ;  but  rather  to  pass  away  the  time, 
and  find  associates  in  idleness.  Examples  of  this  kind  are  exceedingly 
pernicious.  They  annoy  the  teacher,  and  corrupt  the  school.  Some  per- 
sons, also,  it  is  feared, have  engaged  in  teaching,  with  other  than  the  most 
praiseworthy  motives.  They  do  not  love  the  employment ;  they  find  no 
pleasure  in  training  young  minds  for  usefulness,  in  directing  them  in  the 
paths  of  knowledge,  virtue  and  happiness.  But  they  do  love  the  pecuni- 
ary reward  ;  or  they  think  perhaps  that  school  teaching  is  a  more  honor- 
able business  than  some  others,  and  that  they  will  be  raised  by  it,  to  a 
higher  position  in  the  estimation  of  the  community.  All  such,  should  re- 
member, that  no  station,  however  exalted,  can  confer  honor  or  dignity 
upon  an  unworthy  incumbent.  Any  avocation  is  honorable  to  a  person, 
just  in  proportion  as  its  duties  are  understood  and  faithfully  performed. 

Many  of  our  schools  have  sufi'ered  seriously  from  an  extreme  laxity  of 
discipline.  It  will  not  do  for  the  teacher  to  shut  her  eyes,  or  turn  away, 
or  be  very  busily  engaged,  when  the  rules  of  the  school  are  violated,  to 
gain  thereby  the  excuse  that  she  did  not  see  aay thing  wrong.  The  young 
are  not  destitute  of  perception  ;  they  very  soon  see  through  this  voluntary 
blindness  ;  they  also  understand  it8motive,and  the  timidity  and  inefficiency 
of  the  teacher,  are  taken  advantage  of  to  the  complete  subversion  of  all 
wholesome  discipline.  The  teacher  should  understand  everything  that  is 
transpiring  in  the  schoolroom  ;  should  meet  every  difficulty  unhesitatingly, 
with  firmness  and  decision,  quelling  every  appearance  of  insubordination, 
at  its  very  commencement.  A  person  who  has  not  the  ability  to  do  this, 
is  not  fit  for  a  teacher. 

Another  source  of  injury,  is  the  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents. 
In  some  districts,  the  committee  did  not  meet  at  the  schoolroom,  a  single 
member  of  the  district ;  and  the  register  kept  by  the  teacher,  disclosed  tha 
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fact  that  the  school  had  not  been  visited  by  any  of  the  parents  during  the 
whole  term.    This  is  not  as  it  should  be. 

I  am  well  aware  that  Tentilation  is  a  hackneyed  subject ;  but  the  lack 
of  it  IS  a  gerious  evil,  and  "  line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept,''  are 
needed  upon  it,  until  some  improvement  is  made.  In  district  No.  2,  they 
have,  the  past  season,  placed  a  very  good  ventilator  upon  their  school  house. 
It  is  hoped  others  will  follow  the  good  example.  At  the  examination  in 
district  No.  4,  the  air  was  so  contaminated  by  the  number  of  breaths,  and 
the  closeness  of  the  room,  as  to  be  extremely  oppressive  and  disagreeable, 
to  say  nothing  of  its  unhealthiness.  Fortunately,  none  of  the  parents 
were  present  to  suffer.  An  old  house,  with  the  wind  and  storm  coming  in 
at  every  cranny,  is  preferable  to  a  tight  one  without  a  ventilator. 

Another  source  of  injury,  is  the  large  number  of  school  districts.  We 
have  twice  as  many  as  there  should  be.  A  small  district,  with  but  little 
money,  must  put  up  with  a  short  school  and  au  inferior  teacher.  This, 
however,  will  be  hard  to  remedy  at  present. 

A  change  of  readers  and  geographies,  for  more  recent  works  would  be 
beneficial . 

Grateful  for  the  respect  shown  him,  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  du-

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


WINTER  SCHOOLS. 

DiST.  No.  1  ;  Miss  Anna  R.  Wilson,  Teacher.  The  teacher  labored 
faithfully  for  the  good  of  her  pupils,  and  very  good  improvement  was 
made.    The  order  vyas  fair,  but  not  quite  up  to  the  proper  standard. 

DiST.  No.  2  ;  S.  G.  Blanchard,  Teacher.  This  was  a  very  successful 
school.  The  Teacher  wsls  aiobitious  and  energetic,  and  well  qualified  for 
his  position.  If  there  was  any  fault,  it  was  perhaps  a  want  of  precise- 
ness  and  exactness  in  his  instructions. 

DisT.  No.  3  ;  Clark  H.  Carr,  Teacher.  The  teacher  of  this  school  evi- 
dently labored  hard  and  did  all  in  his  power  to  make  his  school  successful 
and  prosperous.  His  efforts,  however,  were  either  not  appreciated  or 
they  were  Pot  put  forth  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  plain  that  he  was 
not  just  the  man  for  that  place.  There  are  other  schools  in  which,  per- 
haps, he  might  have  been  entirely  successful;  and  yet  it  is  necessary,  in 
any  and  every  school,  that  the  teacher  should  have  perfect  control  of  his 
pupils  while  in  the  school  room,  regardless  of  all  exterior  influences.  If 
he  fails  here,  his  final  failure  is  certain. 

Djst.  No.  4;  Arthur  T.  Morse,  Teacher.  This  school  appeared  very 
well  at  the  commencement,  and  the  examination  was  fair.  It  is  the  duty 
of  every  teacher  to  observe  strictly  the  text-books  used  in  school ;  but  at 
the  same  time  he  should  give  his  pupils  whatever  collateral  information 
he  may  be  able  to  obtain.  He  should  not,  however,  presume  to  give  his 
010 n  authority  in  opposition  to  that  of  the  best  authors  in  tht  country  ; 
as  was  done  to  a  certain  extent  in  this  school. 

DisT.  No.  5  ;  Henry  H.  Sawyer,  Teacher.  Mr.  Sawyer  is  a  young 
teacher  of  great  energy  and  efficiency,  and  promises  well  to  become  a  first 
class  teacher.    The  school  was  very  profitable. 

DisT.  No.  6  ;  Miss  M.  Jennie  Colburn,  Teacher.  This  school  was 
taught  with  admirable  success. 
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DisT.  No.  7  ;  Miss  Emily  L.  Gould,  Teacher.  The  notice  of  the  exam- 
ination was  not  received  till  after  the  close  of  the  school,  therefore  it  wai3 
not  examined.  Both  teacher  and  scholars  appeared  to  be  doing  well  at 
the  beginning  of  the  term. 

DisT,  No.  8  ;  James  E.  Vose,  Teacher.  This  school  was  not  examined 
at  the  close.  The  two  young  ladies  who  composed  this  school  doubtless 
had  a  vory  agreeable  and  profitable  term  of  study,  while  the  teacher  is 
eminently  qualified  so  far  as  literary  attainments  are  concerned  to  teach 
a  large  and  advanced  school. 

DiST.  No.  9  ;  Miss  Ellen  E.  Morse,  Teacher.  This  school  commenced 
very  early  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Wilkios.  It  appeared  admirably 
at  its  close. 

DiST.  No.lO;  Miss  Lucy  A.  Tuttle,  Teacher.  This  is  a  very  small 
school.  The  teacher  was  very  faithful.  The  scholars  seemed  to  be  mak- 
ing some  improvement. 

DiST.  No.  11 ;  Miss  Dorothy  M.  Wilder,  Teacher.  The  boy  who  at- 
tended this  school  doubtless  made  rapid  strides  up  the  rugged  hill  of 
science  under  the  tuition  of  a  faithful  instructor. 

DisT.  No.  12;  Miss  Harriet  W.  Buckminster,  Teacher.  This  school 
made  fair  progress,  though  not  so  much  as  could  be  desired.  No  tault, 
however,  is  attached  to  the  teacher. 

DiST.  No.  13  ;  George  H.  White,  Teacher.  This  school  is  composed 
almost  entirely  of  femall  scholars.  The  teacher  failed  to  inspire  his  pupils 
■with  quite  so  much  enthusiasm  as  is  desirable  in  such  a  school.  School- 
teaching  is  no  easy  employment.  Though  the  pupils  should  sit  quietly  in 
their  seats,  the  teacher  can  spend  but  very  little  of  his  time  in  his  chair 
profitably.  "  The  register  was  kept  very  carelessly. 

DiST.  No.  14  ;  Miss  L.  A.  Goodale,  Teacher.  This'school  has  not  yet 
closed,  but  is  progressing  finely  under  the  direction  of  a  young  but  ener- 
getic teacher. 

SUMMER  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  schools  that  have  come  under  his  superintendence  : 

DiST.  No.  2.  This  school  appeared  well  at  commencement,  and  very 
fair  progress  was  made.    The  discipline  was  defective. 

DiST.  No.  3.  A  very  good  school,  considering  its  condition  at  the  be- 
ginning. Everything  cannot  be  accomplished  in  our  term,  but  the  teacher 
of  this  school  deserves  much  praise  for  her  untiring  efforts  for  its  im- 
provement. 
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DisT.  No.  4.  This  was  a  very  successful  term.  Good  discipline,  stu- 
diousness,  and  thorough  instruction,  were  the  order  of  the  day,  and  rapid 
progress  of  necessity  followed. 

DisT.  No.  5.  After  a  very  short  term,  this  school  was  discontinued  on 
account  of  sickness  of  the  teacher.  It  appeared  very  well  at  the  com- 
mencement. 

DiST.  No.  7.  This  school  was  orderly,  attentive,  and  progressed  ac- 
cordingly. 

DisT.  No.  9.  An  experienced  and  faithful  teacher,  and  an  excellent 
school.  This  district  begins  to  appreciate  the  advantages  of  having  a 
good  teacher,  let  the  expense  be  what  it  will. 

DiST.  No.  13.  The  age,  ability  and  experience  of  this  teacher,  wer6 
hardly  adapted  to  the  wants  of  this  school.  Its  appearance,  however,  at 
the  commencement,  was  average.  The  committee  received  no  notice  of  its 
close,  and  consequently  it  was  not  visited.

REMARKS. 

"We  have  thus,  briefly, referred  to  the  several  schools  of  the  town.  We 
have  endeavored  to  speak  our  honest  convictions  openly  and  frankly,  in 
order  that  the  faults  may  be  seen  and  remedied,while,that  which  is  praise- 
worthy should  by  commended.  Though  the  schools  have  in  general  been 
regarded  successful,  yet,  they  have  not  come  up  to  the  standard  which  is 
desirable.  And  how  shall  we  elevate  the  condition  of  our  schools  ?  A 
very  great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  prudential  committees.  When  a 
teacher  offers  himself  for  examination  and  is  found  qualified,  so  far  as 
literary  ability  is  concerned  to  teach  the  school  which  he  has  engaged,  the 
Superintending  Committee  must  of  course  allow  him  to  proceed.  After  the 
school  has  kept  a  few  weeks,  he  may  find  that  the  teacher  is  wanting  in 
many  points  which  are  very  essential  to  the  successful,  teacher.  Then 
what  is  to  be  done.  If  the  school  is  immediately  closed,  in  nine  cases  out 
of  ten  the  second  teacher  in  the  same  term  can  accomplish  little  or  no 
good,  let  his  ability  be  what  it  may.  Therefore  let  Prudential  Commit- 
tees take  great  pains  to  secure  the  services  of  the  best  teachers. 

It  is  very  much  in  the  power  of  the  parents  in  any  part  of  the  town  to 
elevate  the  standing  of  their  particular  school  ;  but  it  requires  unanimity

amongst  themselves,  the  relinquishment  it  may  be  of  peculiar  prejudices 
and  often  the  sacrifice  of  individual  preferences  for  the  promotion  of  the 
good  of  the  whole.  Parents  must  stand  by  their  teachers  ;  not  to  justify 
them  in  doing  wrong,  but  in  supporting  them  when  to  the  best  of  their 
ability  they  do  right.  They  can  cordially  welcome  them  into  the  District 
and  schooljthey  can  meet  them  with  an  encouraging  word;  they  can  visit 
the  school  as  a  friend  and  not  as  a  spy,  they  can  inquire  into  the  condition 
af  the  school  with  a  kind  and  friendly  tone  ,  they  can  let  their  scholars 
know  that  law  and  order  must  be  sustained,  they  can  make  their  own 
children  obedient  and  respectful  to  the  teacher  or  if  they  cannot  the  child- 
ren have  no  right  in  the  school  room,  to  disturb  others,  they  can  insist 
that  the  lessons  be  faithfully  studied  and  well  learned,  they  can  enforce 
constancy  and  punctuality  of  attendance  ;  if  their  children  are  disci- 
plined, they  may  remember  on  whose  side  they  are  likely  to  be  biased, 
and  they  can  do  very  much  to  cause  all  to  feel  that  a  good  school  is  one 
of  the  greatest  privileges  that  can  be  enjoyed.  Let  parents,  prudential 
and  superintending  committees  come  right  up  to  the  performance  of  their 
whole  duty  and  a  decided  improvement  will  certainly  follow. 

A  change  of  Readers  has  been  made  in  some  of  the  schools,  and  it  is 
very  desirable  that  it  should  be  made  immediately  in  all.  We  would 
earnestly  recommend  that  every  school  room  be  furnished  with  Outline 
Maps.  The  expense  is  but  little  and  the  advantages  are  certainly  very 
great. 

Having  discharged  our  duty  according  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  we 
respectfully  submit  to  the  town  the  foregoing  report.

7 
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REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


During  the  term  of  his  office,  the  S.  S.  Committee  has  aimed 
to  give  as  much  attention  to  the  educational  interests  of  the 
town,  as  his  many  other  duties  would  permit.  He  has  paid  fifty- 
four  visits  to  the  schools,  and  makes  the  following  report  of 
their  general  condition. 

District  No.  1.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  favored  dis- 
tricts. Both  terms  of  the  school  were  well  taught  and  well 
governed, 

DisT.  IN"©.  2.  Both  the  teachers  of  this  school  were  earnest 
and  persevering  in  their  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  their  scholars. 
The  examination  at  the  close  of  each  term  was  gratifying, 
though  better  discipline  would  have  rendered  the  Summer 
term  more  profitable,  and  a  more  general  co-operation  with  the 
Winter  teacher  in  his  eftbrts  to  secure  good  order,  w^ould  have 
had  the  same  effeet. 

DiST.  No.  3.  This  school  has  been  greatly  favored  in  both 
its  teachers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  people  of  the  district,  old 
and  young,  have  become  so  convinced  of  the  benefits  of  good 
order,  as  never  to  tolerate  anything  else  again.  Some  of  the 
scholars  made  good  progress  in  their  studies,  giving  evidence 
of  their  own  industry  as  well  as  of  the  fidelity  of  their  teachers. 

DiST.  No.  4.  The  Summer  term  of  this  school  was  faithfully 
taught  and  successful  in  its  results.  The  teacher  of  the  Winter 
term  was  not  wanting  in  literary  qualifications  nor  in  earnest 
desire  to  be  useful  to  his  pupils.  If  there  was  any  failure  it  was 
in  not  securing  that  control  which  is  always  necessary  to  render 
instruction  profitable.    The  school  was  not  examined  at  the 
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close.  The  intensely  "cold  Friday,"  waf5  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, but  as  the  Committee  expected  that  the  school  was  to 
continue  one  day  longer,  he  deferred  his  visit  and  was  surprised 
to  learn  that  the  term  was  finished. 

DiST.  No.  5.  Both  the  teachers  of  this  school  were  beginners 
in  the  business  of  instruction,  but  gave  fair  promise  of  useful- 
ness in  this  important  calling  after  the  advantage  of  more  ex- 
perience. The  school  appeared  well  at  the  close  of  each  term, 
but  would  have  been  improved  by  better  order.  A  new  school- 
house  in  this  district  is  greatly  needed. 

DiST.  No.  6.  This  district  acted  v/isely  in  securing  the  well 
tried  services  of  the  former  teacher.  It  was  gratifying  to  see 
that  the  important  matter  of  composition  had  received  some 
attention.  Two  pieces  of  music  were  well  sung  at  the  closing 
examination. 

DisT.  No.  7.  The  teacher  of  the  Summer  temi  began  her 
labors  without  the  advantage  of  any  previous  experience,  but 
has  much  reason  to  be  encouraged  for  the  future.  The  closing 
examination  of  the  Winter  school  proved  it  to  have  been  highly 
successful. 

This  district  has  done  well  in  the  matter  of  a  new  and  con- 
venient school-house.  May  it  long  remain  unmutilated  by  mis- 
chievous knives  and  pencils.  A  suitable  place  for  fastening  a 
horse,  would  be  a  still  farther  improvement. 

DiST.  No.  8.    This  school  was  composed  of  two  small  boys 
who  had  a  good  opportunity  to  learn  under  the  instructions  of 
a  kind  teacher. 

DiST.  No.  9.  The  same  teacher  was  employed  for  both  terms 
and  her  labors  were  profitable. 

DisT.  No.  10.  This  school,  till  near  its  close,  consisted  of 
three  boys,  whose  regular  attendance  was  rewarded  by  ar  com- 
mendable progress  in  knowledge  under  the  instructions  of  a 
faithful  teacher. 

DiST.  No.  11.  There  were  five  children  in  this  school.  The 
teacher  was  young  and  inexperienced,  but  seemed  to  be  doing 
well  at  the  beginning.    The  school  was  visited  but  once. 

•  '  Disf.^No.  12.'  ^The  single  term  of  this  school  was  interrupt- 
,ed  by  a  change  of  teaehers.  The  cause  of  this  change  is  .  well 
under«too4  by  those  especially  interested  and  seems  to  call  for 
no  explanation.  >  The -first  teacher  might  have  continued  the 
^.chool,  had  she  thought  best,  and  would  probably  have  met 
>vith  no  opposition  in  doing  so.  The  second  teacher  was  well 
quali^ed  .and  pro\  ed  himself  faithfiiL 
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DrsT.  No.  13.  Tlie  teacher  of  tlie  fii-.st  term  strove  hard,  hy 
carefulness  and  industry,  to  make  up  for  a  want  of  experience, 
and  kept  a  very  good  school.  The  teacher  of  the  Winter 
term  proved  himself  worthy  of  the  confidence  which  this  sec- 
ond engagement  seemed  to  imply.    It  was  a  profitable  terra. 

DisT.  No.  14.  It  was  creditable  to  the  district  as  well  as  to 
the  teacher  that  the  school  was  put  under  the  care  of  one  whose 
fidelity  had  been  well  tried.  But  the  term  was  interrupted  by 
the  sickness  of  the  first  teacher,  and  another  was  employed  un- 
der whose  instruction  the  school  is  still  prospering. 

The  foregoing  statements  indicate  a  good  measure  of  general 
prosperity  in  our  schools  ;  yet,  with-  suitable  and  united  efforts 
on  the  part  of  both  parents  and  teachers,  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  town  could  be  much  more  advanced  in  knowledge.  In 
the  school-room  there  should  be  good  instruction  and  good  dis- 
cipline, without  which  there  can  be  no  good  school ;  while  par- 
ents should  manifest  a  practical  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
scholars,  and  a  hearty  co-operation  with  every  w^ell  advised  ef- 
fort lor  their  benefit.  The  chief  design  of  the  public  schools  is 
to  prepare  the  growing  generation  for  the  great  responsibilities 
of  life.  The  State  makes  provision  for  public  instruction  and 
therefore  claims  it  as  her  right  that  the  schools  shall  be  nurseries 
of  intelligence  and  habits  of  integrity  and  self  control.  Ignor- 
ance and  vice  tend  directly  to  the  destruction  of  our  liberties. 
No  one  can  be  prepared  for  that  freedom  which  is  alone  safe 
when  restrained  by  law,  who  cannot  submit  to  such  rules  as  are 
absolutely  essential  to  a  well  regulated  school.  A  boy  that  is 
not  governed  by  parents  and  teachers,  will  scai'cely  learn  to 
govern  his  own  temper  and  desires,  and  will  grow  up  to  be 
most  fearfully  exposed  to  evil  temptations,  which,  by  their 
corrupting  influences,  will  make  him  a  pest  to  society.  The 
family,  the  school  and  the  church,  are  the  three  chief  agencies  for 
training  youth  in  that  mental  and  moral  culture  which  alone 
can  make  worthy  and  safe  members  of  a  free  State. 

To  render  the  schools  more  useful  there  needs  more  care  in 
the  arrangement  of  classes  and  studies.  Scholars  are  too  often 
permitted  to  decide  for  themselves,  and  the  result  is  that  some 
things  which  should  be  at  the  foundation  of  a  common  educa- 
tion are  sadly  neglected  for  the  sake  of  the  higher  branches. — 
It  is  no  credit  to  a  scholar  to  study  Physiology  or  Algebra  while 
he  cannot  spell  correctl}^,  read  intelligently,  nor  write  legibly, 
nor  give  a  decent  account  of  the  Geography  of  his  own  coun- 
try.    By  fidelity  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  scholars, 

there  will  often  be  time  for  the  more  advanced  studies  Avithout 

neglecting  the  primary  branches. 

The  Progressive  Speller,  Colton  &  Fitch's  Geographies  and 
Sargent's  Standard  Readers,  have  been  introduced  into  most  of 
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the  schools,  aud  the  interests  ot  some  of  the  schools  still  suffer 
for  want  of  more  uniformity  in  text  books. 

Teachers  sometimes  find  it  inconvenient  to  procure  certificates 
before  entering  upon  their  duties.  There  may  well  be  a  dispo- 
sition to  accomodate  in  such  cases,  yet  the  school-room  and  in 
the  presence  of  scholars,  is  not  a  suitable  place  for  the  examina- 
tion of  a  teacher,  and  it  would  be  better,  so  far  as  practicable, 
for  Prudential  Committees  to  consider  no  engagement  as  com- 
pleted until  the  teacher  is  legally  qualified. 

Seventy-five  scholars  in  the  Summer  schools  were  reported 
by  their  teachers  as  having  accurately  recited  the  tea  command- 
ments. 

The  reduced  number  of  scholars  in  some  districts  suo^orests 
the  enquiry,  whether  some  changes  might  not  be  made  so  as  to 
reduce  the  number  of  schools  and  thus  effect  a  more  profitable 
expenditure  of  the  school  money. 

The  custom  of  boarding  the  teacher  among  the  scholars,  for 
the  purpose  of  lengthening  the  schools,  is  worthy  of  commen- 
dation-

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SCHOOL  REPORT 


DISTRICT  jSTO.  I. 

This  distiict  has  been  favored  with  excellent  schools  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  scholars  did  themselves  much  credit  by 
their  good  deportment  and  attention  to  studies.  The  recita- 
tions in  mental  arithmetic  and  spelling  were  especially  good. — 
At  the  close  of  the  Summer  term,  one  scholar  read  a  very  good 
composition. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

The  Summer  term  was  under  the  care  of  a  thoroughly  quali- 
fied and  faithful  teacher,  the  success  of  whose  labors  v/as  mani- 
fest from  the  very  gratifying  appearance  at  its  close.  At  the 
suo'o-estion  of  the  teacher,  a  contribution  was  made  in  the  dis- 
trict  for  the  purchase  of  a  very  valuable  globe  and  other  useful 
articles  of  apparatus.  The  Winter  term  had  a  very  fair  pros- 
pect of  success,  but  was  interrupted  by  the  sickness  of  both 
teacher  and  scholars.  After  a  recess  of  several  weeks,  the  ex- 
ercises of  the  school  have  been  resumed,  under  the  care  of  the 
teacher  of  the  Summer  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  III. 

Special  effort  was  made  to  secure  again  the  well  tried  teach- 
ers of  last  year.  The  Summer  term  was  highly  prosperous. — 
The  scholars  seemed  to  have  realized  the  benefits  of  good  order, 
and  at  the  closing  examination  many  of  them  gave  a  good  ac- 
count of  their  daily  recitations.  The  Winter  term  was  doing- 
well  until  interrupted  by  the  sickness  of  the  teacher,  and  its  ex- 
ercises are  now  suspended. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  IV. 

The  scholars  of  this  district,  from  their  punctual  attendance, 
good  deportment  and  good  lessons,  have  appeared  to  appreci- 
ate their  advantages.  Both  terms  were  very  profitable,  and  the 
winter  school,  which  is  not  yet  finished,  has  been  one  of  our 
best. 

DISTRICT  NO.  V. 

The  teacher  of  the  Summer  term  was  earnest  in  efforts  to  be 
useful,  but  did  not  secure  that  measure  of  thoroughness  in  study 
which  is  necessary  to  a  good  school.  The  Winter  school  was 
both  pleasant  and  profitable,  as  shown  by  the  closing  examina- 
tion. The  people  of  this  district  have  made  improvements  in 
their  school  house,  which  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
scholars. 

DISTRICT  NO.  YI. 

The  single  term  of  this  school  was  interrupted  before  its 
close  by  sickness,  which  called  the  teacher  home.  When  visit- 
ed at  the  beginning  it  seemed  to  be  doing  well.  Another 
teacher  has  been  engaged  to  finish  the  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  VII. 

This  district  employed  the  same  teacher  as  last  year.  The 
school  was  not  examined  at  the  close,  as  the  Committee  receiv- 
ed no  notice,  but  at  the  two  visits  which  were  made,  the  school 
seemed  prosperous. 

DISTRICT  NO.  VIII. 

Both  teachers  in  this  district  were  faithful  and  useful,  and  the 
children  made  good  progress. 

DISTRICT  NO.  IX. 

This  district  had  two  terms  under  the  care  of  the  same  teach- 
er, whose  earnest  and  faithful  labors  were  highly  useful  to  the 
scholars. 

DISTRICT  NO.  X. 

This  school,  consisting  of  three  boys,  is  not  yet  closed,  but 
had  the  prospect  at  the  beginning  of  being  very  profitable. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XL 

The  two  little  girls  in  the  school  made  good  progress  in  the 
path  of  knowledge. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XII. 

This  school,  with  a  very  good  teacher,  has  been  plcisnnt  and 
profitable. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  Xni. 

The  irregular  attendance  of  many  of  the  children  in  this 
district  is  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  prosperity  of  the  school, 
and  the  want  of  earnest  co-operation  with  the  teacher,  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  parents,  is  another  evil.  Both  teachers 
abounded  in  labors  for  the  scholars,  but  did  not  secure  the  good 
order  and 'general  attention  to  study  which  are  desirable,  yet 
some  of  tl!e  scholars  appeared  well  at  the  examination. 

DISTRICT  ¥0.  XIY. 

This  school  has  been  favored  in  two  things  particularly,  the 
services  of  a  worthy  teacher  and  the  acquisition  of  new  Outline 
Maps.  When  visited  it  seemed  to  be  doing  well,  and  is  not 
yet  closed. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 


The  Committee  feels  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  speak  so 
favorably  of  the  schools.  Several  have  been  considerably  in- 
terrupted by  sickness,  yet  they  have  generally  enjoyed  great 
quietness  and  success.  By  the  remarks  which  will  now  be  sub- 
mitted, attention  will  be  called  to  but  few  things. 

Several  schools  have  been  models  for  good  order^  but  parents 
do  not  always  realize  its  importance.  If  children  are  not  })rop- 
erly  controlled  in  school  they  occasion  great  trouble,  and  are  li- 
able to  grow  up  with  turbulent  spirits  which  will  make  them 
troublesome  everywhere.  Good  order  is  a  prime  requisite  of  a 
good  school.  Parents  should  understand  this,  and  should  co- 
operate with  all  proper  efforts  to  secure  it. 

Punctual  attendance  is  also  of  great  importance.  It  is  im- 
possible to  get  children  interested  in  lessons,  if  allowed  to  be 
absent  for  trifling  causes. 

Home  occupation  has  a  great  influence  upon  school  efibrts. — 
The  young  mind  must  be  exercised  about  something,  and  the 
careful  parent  will  be  anxious  to  know  how  its  activities  n^ay 
be  best  directed  in  order  to  ensure  the  greatest  amount  of  real 
good.  The  young  feel  t::  >  r,  :  o  i  of  recreation,  and  it  is  a  sad 
thing  when  they  are  driven  to  lounging  places,  or  places  set 
apart  for  amusement,  to  find  that  which  the  mind  naturally 
craves.    Reading  and  other  I liings,  adapted  to  interest,  instruct

aud  streiigtlieii  the  Diiiid,  furnished  at  homc^  arc  a  far  cheaper 
and  safer  means  of  mental  recreation  than  the  ordinary  places 
of  resort  whicli  tempt  tlie  young  to  spend  their  evenings  abroad, 
by  which  thousands  are  allured  into  habits  of  dissipation.  Mul- 
titudes of  the  young  are  drawn  into  ruinous  ways  because  they 
cannot  find  at  home  appropriate  means  for  gratifying  the  wants 
of  the  mind. 

These  remarks  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  usefulness  of 
our  public  schools.  If  the  young  are  allowed  to  spend  their 
leisure  time  abroad,  in  mere  pleasure  seeking,  it  is  hardly  possi- 
ble that  they  should  be  prepared  to  give  proper  attention  to  the 
duties  of  the  school.  Let  there  be  at  home  right  influences 
and  the  means  of  mental  recreation,  and  the  young  will  feel  no 
very  strong  desire  to  spend  their  evenings  and  other  leisure 
time  abroad,  and  thus  their  minds  will  be  kept  in  a  healthful 
condition  for  receiving  good  from  whatever  source  it  may  come. 
We  cannot  attach  too  much  importance  to  the  mental  and  mor- 
al character  of  the  rising  generation.  As  the  boys  and  girls  are 
now,  so  will  the  men  and  the  women  be  a  few  years  hence.

District  No,  1.  The  teacher  of  the  Summer  term  was  earnest 
in  her  efforts,  and  gave  very  good  stisfaction,  but  will  be  more  usful 
after  more  experience.  The  Winter  term  had  a  favorable  begin- 
ning, but  before  the  close  the  scholars  seemed  to  lose  much  of  their 
interest.  The  teacher  seemed  like  a  very  worthy  young  man,  but 
failed  to  preserve  the  necessary  order. 

District  No.  2.  This  district  has  been  favored  with  good  schools. 
Both  terms  were  profitable,  but  the  teacher  of  the  Winter  term  de- 
serves especial  credit  for  his  untiring  efforts  to  promote  the  highest 
good  of  his  scholars.  In  some  instances,  there  might  have  been  a 
better  apportionment  of  time  among  the  classes,  but  the  school  was 
very  successful  and  pleasant;  and  it  is  only  right  to  say,  in  reference 
to  both  terms,  that  the  deportment  of  the  larger  scholars  was  partic- 
ularly deserving  of  praise. 

District  No.  3.  Both  the  teachers  were  well  qualified,  and  gave 
faithful  instruction.  The  Winter  term  was  not  as  orderly  as  desira- 
ble, but  the  scholars  made  commendable  progress.  The  committee 
would  speak  in  commendation  of  the  care  with  which  his  suggestions, 
in  regard  to  studies,  were  carried  out  by  the  members  of  this  school. 

District  No.  4.  This  district  has  been  favored  with  well-qualified 
and  faithful  teachers,  and  the  scholars  are  deserving  of  commendation 
for  punctuality  and  general  attendance  to  school  duties. 

District  No.  5.  This  was  the  first  attempt  at  school-keeping,  on 
the  part  of  the  Summer  teacher ;  yet  she  was  in  a  good  measure  suc- 
cessful, but  would  have  been  much  more  so,  if  she  had  duly  appre- 
ciated the  value  of  good  order.  The  Winter  term  was  under  the 
care  of  a  teacher  who  was  earnest,  faithful  and  very  useful.  This 
school  also  deserves  commendation  for  punctuality  and  good  deport- 
ment. 

District  No.  6.  The  teacher  of  this  school  was  not  wanting  in 
energy  or  industry,  but  the  closing  examination  showed  too  much 
prompting.  Scholars  should  be  taught  to  rely  on  themselves  for  ac- 
curacy, and  not  be  encouraged  to  go  over  more  than  they  can  well 
understand. 

District  No.  7.  This  district  has  had  but  one  term,  yet  two 
teachers.  The  first  was  qualified,  so  far  as  the  usual  examination 
would  indicate,  and,  doubtless,  tried  to  do  justly  by  the  scholars,  but 
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so  far  failed  to  give  satisfaction  that  he  was  induced  to  give  up  the 
school.  The  next  teacher  had  no  trouble,  and  the  scholars  seemed 
to  do  well  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

District  No.  8.  This  small  school  had  two  short  terms  with  the 
same  teacher,  and  was  successful. 

District  No.  9.  The  same  teacher  was  employed  for  both  terms 
of  this  school.  She  manifested  a  commendable  degree  of  industry, 
but  the  instruction  was  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  have  been. 

District  No.  10.  The  two  boys  that  composed  this  school  were 
well  instructed,  and  tried  to  improve  their  opportunity. 

District  No.  11.  This  school  was  so  small  and  so  difficult  of 
access  that  it  was  visited  only  once,  but  then  seemed  to  be  doing 
well. 

District  No.  12.  This  school  enjoyed  the  labors  of  an  excellent 
teacher,  and,  doubtless,  made  good  progress,  though  not  examined  at 
the  close,  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  committee. 

District  No.  13.  The  Summer  term  was  under  the  instruction 
of  an  experienced  and  faithful  teacher,  and  much  improvement  was 
made.  The  teacher  of  the  Winter  term  was  making  his  first  experi- 
ment at  the  business,  but  had  a  good  measure  of  success,  if  the 
closing  examination  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  specimen  of  the  order 
and  instruction  of  the  school.  But  there  was  some  disaffection,  and 
whether  the  fault  was  more  with  the  teacher  or  with  the  parents  and 
scholars,  the  committee  have  not  the  means  of  deciding.  It  is  cer- 
tain that  a  teacher  should  be  sustained  in  all  proper  efforts  to  main- 
tain the  good  discipline  of  the  school. 

District  No.  14.  This  district  is  partly  in  Hillsborough.  The 
term  had  four  weeks  to  continue  at  the  time  of  making  this  report. 
The  teacher  seems  qualified  and  faithful,  and  the  scholars  are  trying 
to  improve  their  advantages. 

REMARKS. 

The  committee  would  be  glad  to  make  a  different  report  for  some 
of  our  schools.  He  has  endeavored  to  promote  their  usefulness  by 
his  best  counsels  to  both  teachers  and  scholars ;  yet  they  have  not 
all  met  his  expectations,  though  they  have  probably  exhibited  an 
average  success.  It  is  far  more  pleasant  to  speak  favorably  than  un- 
favorably of  any  one,  but  especially  of  those  who  have  probably 
tried  to  do  well.  But  all  worthy  persons  are  not  qualified  to  be 
teachers.  Many  would  succeed  well  in  other  responsible  callings, 
who  would  fail  in  the  management  of  a  school ;  neither  is  every  one 
qualified  to  manage  a  school  who  passes  the  examination  required  by 
law ;  neither  would  every  good  teacher  succeed  equally  well  in  every 
school.    Prudential  committees  should  use  much  discretion  in  the 
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selection  of  teachers,  and  especially  seek  for  such  as  have  proved 
their  just  appreciation  of  correct  discipline  by  faithful  obedience  as 
scholars.  No  one  should  be  intrusted  with  the  teacher's  responsi- 
bilities who  has  not  first  learned  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  learner. 

But  the  blame  of  an  unprofitable  school  does  not  always  lie  at  the  door 
of  the  teacher.  If  children  are  so  badly  managed  at  home  as  to  feel 
themselves  at  liberty  to  be  impudent  to  the  teac'ier  on  every  supposed 
provocation,  or  to  absent  themselves  whenever  the  duties  of  the  school- 
room become  irksome,  it  can  not  be  expected  that  their  minds  will 
be  very  rapidly  expanded  with  knowledge.  Mistakes  are  liable  to  be 
made  in  the  management  of  schools  as  well  as  in  other  important 
branches  of  labor;  and  sometimes  such  mistakes  may  be  easily  cor- 
rected, by  a  kind  but  private  mention  of  the  matter  to  the  teacher, 
which  would  be  far  better  than  to  allow  scholars  to  destroy  the  use- 
fulness of  the  school  by  complaint  or  absence.  Obedience,  industry 
and  punctuality  are  prime  requisites  of  a  good  school,  but  the  teacher 
alone  can  hardly  secure  them  without  parental  cooperation. 

The  statute  provides  that ''the  superintending  school  committee 
shall  determine  and  direct  the  class-books  to  be  used  in  the  district 
schools  of  the  town,  and  the  parents,  masters  or  guardians  of  the 
scholars  attending  such  schools  shall  supply  scholars  with  the  books 
so  directed  to  be  used.''  This  law  is  designed  to  secure  uniformity 
in  text-books,  and  to  commit  their  selection  to  the  hands  of  those 
who  are  supposed  to  be  best  qualified  to  judge.  Teachers  sometimes 
mistake  their  own  duties  in  this  matter;  and  scholars  are  often  left 
to  themselves  in  the  choice  of  studies,  very  much  to  their  disad- 
vantage. 

The  prime  importance  of  the  common  English  branches  can  not 
be  too  strongly  urged.  If  it  be  practicable,  let  the  higher  studies 
be  attended  to  when  scholars  are  prepared  for  them.  During  the 
past  year,  more  than  usual  attention  has  been  given  to  written  com- 
positions, and  some  very  good  pieces  have  been  exhibited.  Perhaps 
no  school  has  shown  more  improvement  in  this  exercise  than  District 
No.  5.  It  is  very  desirable  that  every  one  should  be  able  to  express 
his  thoughts  accurately  in  writing.  Penmanship  has  been  by  far  too 
much  neglected. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  remind  the  people  of  this 
town  that  the  public  schools  are  deserving  of  all  the  expenditure  of 
care  and  money  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  them.  A  good  education 
is  an  invaluable  legacy  for  parents  to  leave  their  children — better  by 
far  than  golden  treasures.  Good  schools  are  a  rich  blessing  to  a 
community,  and  too  much  pains  can  not  be  taken  to  make  them 
nurseries  of  that  intellectual  and  moral  training  which  can  alone 
secure  honor  and  usefulness  in  life.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDINa  SCHOOL 


COMMITTEE. 


District  No.  1.  The  Summer  term  was  not  as  successful  as 
it  ought  to  have  been.  Good  order  was  not  preserved.  A  good 
teacher  was  engaged  for  the  Winter  term,  and  the  school  pros- 
pered until  the  sickness  of  the  teacher  compelled  her  to  leave. 
A  young  man  was  then  employed  who  did  well  considering  his 
want  of  age  and  experience. 

District  No.  2.  A  very  excellent  lady  was  engaged  for  the 
Summer  term,  and  one  who  was  conscientious  in  the  discharge 
of  her  duties,  and  yet  her  earnest  efforts  for  the  good  of  her  pu- 
pils did  not  meet  with  full  success.  The  Winter  term  was 
highly  prosperous.  The  teacher  was  untiring  in  his  labors,  and 
the  scholars  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  their  industry  and 
good  deportment.  An  earnest  and  intelligent  teacher,  who  can 
infuse  energy  and  zeal  into  his  scholars,  is  worthy  of  all  com- 
mendation. This  school  was  lengthened  out  four  weeks  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

District  No.  3.  This  school  has  been  under  the  care  of 
good  teachers  and  has  done  well.  During  the  summer  term 
the  efforts  of  an  experienced  and  faithful  lady  were  productive 
of  much  good.    Ihe  Winter  term  enjoyed  the  labors  of  a 
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.teacher  of  great  excellence.  The  dosing  examination  indicated 
thorough  instruction.  This  school  is  lengthened  by  private 
subscription. 

District  No.  4.  The  Summer  terra  was  well  .taught  an(J 
was  prosperous.  The  Winter  term  began  well,  but  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  sickness  of  the  teacher.  Another  was  engaged 
but  the  change  did  not  seem  to  work  well,  though  the  teacher 
Jiad  been  very  successful  elsewhere.  A  change  of  teachers  is 
apt  to  work  ^badly,  espexiially  if  th^re  be  not  entire  unanimity 
•|n  ,the  distri^t» 

District  No.  5.  The  Summer  term  wap  ^nder  the  care  of 
,a  very  excellent  teacher  and  of  course  prosperous.  The  teach- 
er of  the  Winter  terra  had  been  tried  befpre,  and  has  now  been 
tried  again,  and  proved  himself  deserving  of  confidence.  The 
school  was  short  but  one  of  the  most  successful.  The 
scholars  of  this  school  are  worthy  of  especial  commendation  fcjr 
punctuality.  The  average  attendai^<?,e  was  twenty-five  with 
only  eleven  cases  of  tardiness. 

District  No.  This  school  has  been  y^ry  small,  but  th^ 
children  made  excellent  progr;ess  under  the  labors  of  a  jteacher 
who  was  worthy  of  a  larger  fields  This  school  was  lengjtheDe(J 
by  voluntary  subscription. 

District  No.  7.  The  ^umi»er  term  was  under  .the  care  of 
a  very  young  teacher.  But  she  is  believed  to  have  been  useful. 
The  committee  was  not  apprised  of  the  close  of  the  school  and 
it  was  not  examined.  The  Winter  term  was  prospered  under 
|the  labors  of  a  teacher  whose  intellectual  and  moral  fitness 
should  insure  success  any  whjere.  It  may  be  encouraging  to  future 
committees  to  know  that  the  school  house  has  been  supplied 
with  the  very  important  requisite  of  a  hitching  post. 

District  No.  8.  This  school  is  v^ry  sniall,  but  the  children 
made  progress  under  the  efforts  of  a  kind  teacher.  This  dis- 
trict  and  No.  10  should  be  united. 

District  No.  9.  The  dosing  examination  of  this  school 
^as  highly  creditable  to  both  teacher  and  scholars. 

District  No.  10.   The  same  teacher  has  been  employed  by 
this  school  for  several  terms  in  succession.    This  is  a  wise  plan 
whiBTC  the  teacher  is  proved  to  be  competent  and  faithful 
in  this  case.  . 


-DiSTR[CT  No.  11.  This  district  contained  bi^t  two  scholars^ 
but  was  considerably  enlarged  by  additions  troni  adjoining  dis- 
tricts in  Stoddard.    The  term  was  a  profitable  one. 

District  No.  12.  Tliis  district  was  favored  with  a  teacher 
of  large  experience,  and  the  scbolai's  made  good  progress  under 
the  persevering  efbrts  in  their  belaalf. 

District  No.  13.  A  teacher  of  tried  and  approved  efficiency 
has  been  employed  by  this  district.  The  Summer  terai  had  a 
good  measure  of  success,  but  scholars  whose  attendance  is  ir- 
regular cannot  learn  well.  The  harjp^ony  of  the  Winter  terna 
was  iFiterriTpted  by  the  bad  conduct  of  a  few  scholars,  but  the 
evil  was  at  least  partially  remedied  when  the  parents  learne;(i 
the  facts. 

Pistrict  No.  14.  This  school  was  not  examined  at  th.o 
dose  as  the  committee  was  not  aware  of  the  tim^.  The  teacher 
bad  been  employed  in  the  same  district  before,  and  the  schooj 
was  evidently  prospering  at  the  .two  visits  ma^e  by  the  coin» 
.mittee. 


The  Superintending  Committee  is  happy  to  be  able  to  report 
.that  the  schools  of  the  town,  diiring  the  past  y^ear,  have  en- 
'joyed  at  least  an  average  share  of  prosperity.  jOf  course  all 
bave  not  done  equally  well.  Teachers  |iave  n.o^  all  been  alike 
well  qualified,  nor  have  all  been  equally  well  adapted  to  the  re- 
sponsible business  of  school  teaching,;  bi^t  it  njay  be  truly  said 
that  nearly  all  have  shown  a  most  ccn^mendable  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  tbe  pupils  entrusted  to  their  care.  A  conscientious 
fmd  intelligent  teacher  is  an  inesti^nable  blessing  to  a  sc^ool^ 
and  yet  even  such  may  fail  for  want  of  aptness  to  teach  and  to 
govern.  It  is  not  every  intelligent  person  that  knows  how  to 
impart  knowledge,  nor  can  every  conscientious  person  manage 
children  wisely.  To  ;teach  well  and  to  govern  well,  are  ih^ 
essential  requisites  in  those  to  whom  our  schools  are  to  be  en» 
trusted.  District  agents  cannot  be  too  careful  to  secure  teach- 
;ers  who  possess  tliese  qualities. 
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But  not  only  does  the  welfare  of  our  schools  require  well 
qualified  teachers,  but  also  well  selected  text  books.  Uniform- 
ity of  text  books  is  desirable,  especially  in  the  larger  schools, 
else  an  unprofitable  multiplication  of  classes  will  be  the  result. 
The  efforts  of  the  committee  for  this  object  have  not  been  en- 
tirely successful.  In  some  instances  teachers  have  introduced 
books  upon  their  own  responsibility,  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
statute  which  majkes  it  the  duty  of  the  superintending  school 
committee  to  determine  what  books  shall  be  used.  In  other 
cases  scholars  have  had  top  much  their  own  way,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  thei.r  pw.n  progress. 

In  the  attendan^ce  at  the  examinations,  the  committee  has 
l?een  glad  to  see  evidence  of  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
schools  on  the  part  of  parents  and  friends.  The  people  cannot 
look  too  carefully  to  the  character  of  these  schools  where  the 
young  are  to  obtain  so  large  a  share  of  the  needed  mental  and 
moral  fitness  for  the  responsibilities  of  life. 

The  tables,  appended  to  this  report,  will  present  the  attend- 
ance pf  scholars  more  fully  than  has  formerly  been  done. 
Especial  attention  is  called  to  this  as  there  is  but  little  prospect 
that  schola,rs  will  learn  who  are  often  absent  or  tardy  without 
good  cause.  Parents  have  a  duty  to  perform  in  this  matter  if 
they  would  enable  the  teacher  to  do  the  greatest  amount  of 
good.

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDmG  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT  ISiO.  I. 
Miss  S.  S.  Carr.     All  active,  energetic  teacher,  and  of 
course  a  good  school.     A  few  of  the"  parents  were  as  remiss 
in  their  duty  as  the  teacher  was  faithful  in  hers :  tardiness  137 
per  cent ! 

The  Winter  term  under  the  same  instruction  fully  sustained 
the  reputation  of  the  teacher  and  of  the  pareiits  :  tardiness,  175 
per  cent ! 

DISTRICT  XO.  II. 
Mr.  James  E.  Yose,  Summer  and  Winter.  The  public  must 
be  the  judge  of  these  schools.  As  a  teacher,  however,  lean- 
not  forbear  my  testimony  to  the  willingness  and  zeal  with 
which  parents  and  scholars  have  always  aided  my  efforts  in  be- 
half of  the  school.  To  this  must  be  mainly  attributed  what- 
ever ot  success  there  may  have  been  ;  the  failures  are  my  own. 
The  scholars  in  Winter  by  a  series  of  exhibitions  raised  money 
enough  to  purchase  a  fine  school  library  of  over  70  volumes. 
Might  not  several  other  schools  in  town  profitably  follow  this 
example  ? 

DISTRICT  NO.  III. 

Miss  Ellex  F.  Kxight.  One  of  the  most  faithful  and  hard 
working  of  the  Summer  teachers.     The  school  made  excellent 
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progress.  Winter,  Mr.  John  W.  Bickford.  The  teacher  be- 
gan this  term  under  peculiar  difficulties,  but  his  skill  and  ener- 
gy overcame  them  all,  and  carried  the  school  to  a  most  success- 
ful termination.  To  those  who  heard  the  marvellous 
performance  of  his  First  Prize  Class,  no  further  praise  can 
be  necessary. 

DISTRICT  NO.  IV. 
Miss  Ellkx  E.  Makcy.  A  good  school.  The  figures  of  the 
tables  must  decide  whether  this  or  No.  1  shall  stand  first  of  the 
Summer  schools.  The  loud,  clear  tones  in  which  the  pupils 
were  taught  to  recite,  merits  special  praise.  Winter,  Mr.  John 
T.  Gerry.  Mr.  Gerry  ranks  among  our  best  teachers.  There 
wah  good  inslruction  and  good  advancement. 

DISTRICT*  NO.  V. 

Miss  Sarah  J.  Fhelps.  This  was  the  teacher's  first  term, 
and  few  labor  harder  or  better  deserve  success.  There  was  a 
lack  ut  ihoi'oiigli  drili,  and  of  that  firm,  resolute  spirit  necessary 
to  secure  guod  order.  Much  iraprove?n3nt,  however,  was  made 
in  these  respect.s  toward  the  I'lo.^e  of  the  term.  Winter,  Mi-. 
Curtis  B.  Ciiilds.  Part  of  this  school  did  quite  well  and  part 
very  badly, — the  latter,  perhaps,  nearly  as  mucb  from  the  in- 
fluence of  one  or  two  ill-disjiosed  scholars  as  from  any  fault  of 
the  teacher.  More  energy  and  decision  in  the  management  of 
the  school  would  have  improved  matters  very  much, 

DISTRICT  NO.  VI. 
Winter,  Miss  Lizzie  S.  Texney.     This  was  the  teacher's 
fiirst  term,  and  a  decided  success. 

DISTRICT  NO.  VIL 
Winter,  Miss  Naxcie  A.  White.    The  scholars  here  learned 
a  little,  at  least  in  Arithmetic.    There  was  no  order, 

DISTRICT  NO.  VIII. 
Mr.  Edwin  P.  Wallace,  Summer  and  Fall.     The  one  or 

two  little  boys  composing  this  school,  did  very  well.  An  un- 
fortunate "  neighborhood  quarrel"  has  been  allowed  to  extend 
itself  into  this  school  in  a  manner  that  does  little  credit  to  any 
of  the  parties  concerned.     One  man  has  even  gone  so  far  tis  to 
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deprive  his  own  children  of  their  vnhole  year''s  schooling.  The 
public  hiis  an  interest  in.  such  matters,  and  slioulv]  compel  such 
parents  to  send  their  children  to  school ;  for  it  is  children 
trained  in  this  way  that  by  and  by,  as  paupers  and  criminals, 
the  public  will  have  to  maintain. 

DISTRICT  NO.  IX. 
Miss  Amorett  a.  Hopkixs.  A  term  of  five  weeks  is  too 
short  to  accomplish  much.  Perhaps  all  was  done  that  could 
have  been  expected.  The  order  was  good.  Fall,  Miss  A.  C 
Wallace.  A  profitable  term;  the  scholars  appeared  finely  at 
examination. 

DISTRICT  NO.  X. 
Winter,  Miss  Lucretta  M.  Robixsox.     Though  somewhat 
interrupted  by  sickness  in  the  district,  the  progress  of  the 
school  was  quite  good. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XI. 

No  school.  This  district  ought  to  be  incorporated  with  some 
others.  Should  there  be  scholars  at  any  time  they  could,  with 
their  proportion  of  the  school  money,  be  sent  to  South  Stoddard. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XII. 

Miss  Lxjcretia  M.  Robixsox.  This  was  one  of  the  pleas- 
antest  little  schools  in  town.  Teacher  and  scholars  all  strove 
together  to  make  it  a  verj'  good  one.  Winter,  Miss  M.  M. 
FiLLsnuRY, — a  superior  teaclier.  It  adds  much  to  her  credit 
that  she  was  able  to  carry  on  the  school,  maintain  good  order 
among  the  other  scholars  and  secure  good  progM-ess  in  spite  of 
the  efforts  of  one  or  two  large  boys  to  create  disturbance.  The 
otiier  scholars,  also,  deserve  praise  for  doing  well  under  such 
influences. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XIII. 
Mi^>s  S.  E.  Hall.  The  great  number  of  absent  and  tardy 
marks  on  the  register  of  this  district,  shows  how  indifferent  the 
people  are  to  their  school.  Consideiing  this,  it  is  much  in 
favor  of  the  teacher  to  say  that  the  school  made  fnir  ])rfigress 
smd  a]i])eared  vrell.  Tlie  order  wns  ]X'culi:n-]y  good.  Wintc]', 
B.  F.  Wallace,  Es'|.     Ivlr.  Wallace  is  too  well  known  as  a 


superior  teacher  to  need  any  pr.iise  here.  Our  best  teachers 
would  have  learned  much  in  his  class  in  Intellectual  Arithmetic. 
Some  whispering- and  play -were  noticed  at  both  visits  of  tlie 
committee.  Tardiness,  597  per  cent. — six  times,  almost,  lor 
each  scholar. 

DISTRICT  NO.  XIV. 

Miss  ITelex  B.  CuiiTiCE,  both  terms.  This  school  made 
commendable  advancement.  It  speaks  well  for  the  teacher  that 
she  was  continued  in  charge  for  the  Winter  term. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  have  been  taught  two 
select  schools  in  Xo.  13,  by  B.  F.  Wallace,  Esq.,  and  one  at  the 
Gentry,  by  Miss  Lizzie  S.  Wallace,  all  highly  successful.  The 
cost  of  these,  and  the  expense  to  citizens  during  the  year  of 
sending  their  children  to  schools  out  of  town,  would  amount  at 
a  low  estimate  to  $400,  enough  if  raised  by  tax  and  properly  ap- 
propriated to  maintain  a  good  High  School  tliroughout  the  year, 
free  to  every  child  in  Toion. 

The  best  Summer  schools  were,  in  the  order  named.  No. 
1,4,  3,  13  ;  Winter,  No.  3,  1,  4,  12,  6.  No.  1  has  the  best  cl&.;s 
in  town  in  Geography;  No.  2,  the  best  in  Grammar  and  Alge- 
bra ;  No.  3,  the  best  in  Mental  and  Written  Arithmetic,  and 
Reading;  No.  4,  (Summer)  in  History.  »  Spelling,  one  of  the 
most  important  of  school  exercises,  is  most  wretchedly  done  in 
all  the  schools;  Grammar,  also,  is  sadly  neglected,  and  tliere  is 
little  hope  of  much  improvement  in  either  of  these,  till  teach- 
ers will  themselves  take  pains  to  know  more  ot  sj^elling  and 
Grammar.  In  fact  the  imperfect  education  of  teachers  is  a 
fearful  hindrance  to  the  elevation  of  our  schools.  Cases  of 
parsing,,  the  solution  of  problems,  mispronunciation,  the  bad  use 
of  language,  &c.,  &c.,  have  occurred  during  the  year,  and  with 
several  of  the  "  best  teachers,''  too,  of  which  the  merest  school 
boy  ought  to  be  ashamed.  And  if  it  be  objected  that  such 
ought  not  to  receive  permission  to  teach,  the  reply  is,  (mortify- 
ing enough,  too,  for  one  of  these  very  teachers  to  make,)  there  is 
no  alternative ;  if  certificates  were  refused  to  all  but  the 
thoroughly,  rigidly  qualified,  we  should  have  but  few  schools 
indeed  from  the  very  scarcity  of  teachers  of  that  stamp. 
When  will  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  come  to  feel  it  their 
duty  to  qiialijy  themselves  before  entering  the  school  room  as 
iea,chers ! 


It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  not  a  more  general 
appreciation  of  the  great  importance  of  having  the  sch(^)l-room 
well  iirovided  with  the  ,<://^;'//'c/.'i^5 /o?'  teaching.  A  farmer 
coiihl  level  quite  a  sand  bank  in  time  with  his  hands  alone,  but 
on  the  whole  he  rather  itrefers  the  shovel ;  so  a  teacher  can- 
teach  Aritlimetic  without  a  blackboard  and  Geography  withont 
outline  maps,  but  vastly  better  with  them.  Whatever  work  a 
man  may  have  in  hand  it  is  generally  considered  good  economy 
for  him  to  provide  himself  with  the  best  too's  for  its  accom- 
plishment. Now,  large  suras  are  srient  annually  on  our  schools  ; 
and  would  not  the  addition  of  a  lew  dollars  more  to  provide 
each  school  with  maps,  charts,  a  dictionary,  a  gloVje,  or  the  like, 
— tools  for  the  teacher  to  work  icith — be  a  wiser  economy,  found- 
ed on  this  very  principle  which  we  everywhere  else  adopt.to  in- 
sure the  greatest  returns  from  money  in  labor  invested  ?  Or  are 
such  retui'ns  wlien  received  in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  ard 
consequently  the  elevation  of  society,  less  valuable  and  hence 
less  carefully  to  be  provided  for  than  when  received  in- the  all- 
coveted  gold  ? 

The  great  neglect  of  writing  in  the  snmrcer  schools  led 
in  winter  to  the  introduction  of  a  uniform  series  of  copy-books, 
and  the  offer  of  a  prize  of  a  ^3  00  set  of  writing  charts  to  the 
school  that  should  make  the  most  ira|>rovement  in  writing.  Tl;e 
result  was  very  satisfactr-ry  ;  only  40  per  cent,  of  the  jmpils  in 
summer  attended  to  writing,  in  v,-inter,under  the  stimulus  of  the 
I'rize,  81  per  cent.,  and  the  vrriting-books  geneially  indicated 
greater  care  ajid  progress  than  are  often  witnessed  in  this  too 
much  neglected  branch.  Xo.  12  took  the  prize,  though  Xo.  1 
did  alm.ost  as  well. 

An  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  all  the  schools  to 
rheck  the  evil  of  whispering,  tardiness  and  irregular  attendance. 
To  this  end  it  was  promised  that  all  scholars  who  would  not 
whisper,  nor  be  tardy,  or  absent  once  during  their  term  of  school, 
should  have  their  names  printed  in  this  report.  Most  of  the 
teachers  took  hold  of  the  matter  with  energy.  Wnisperiiig,  t!ie 
only  thing  that  the  children  themselves  ct)uld  entirely  conrrol, 
ceased  almost  at  once,  hardly  a  score  of  cases  occurring  in  a 
majority  of  the  schools  during  trie  year.  Tardiness  duX  not 
yield  so  easily ;  careless  and  indifferent  parents  have  too  much 
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to  do  with  it.  But  by  reference  to  the  tables*  it  will  be  seen 
that  s(^ething  has  been  done;  the  number  of  tardy  marks  in 
the  schools  reported  last  year  being  1131  to  684  in  the  same 
schools  this  year, — a  great  gain,  though  altogether  too  large  a 
'  number  yet.  Parents  are  the  guilty  parties  in  this  respect,  and 
if  they  would  take  hold  of  the  matter  in  earnest,  in  another  year 
this  great  evil  might  be  almost  entirely  overcome,  but  the  great 
burden  of  the  guilt  lies  on  the  shoulders  of  a  very  few  of  them. 
Of  the  23  tardy  marks  reported  in  No.  3  in  summer,  16  were 
from  two  families  and  12  from  one, — that  same  one  in  winter 
had  25  of  the  54  reported.  In  No.  6  one  family  had  9  out  of  the 
20;  in  No.  14,  one  family  14  out  of  16,  and  in  Winter  one  girl 
13  of  the  14  returned. 

•'At  the  Branch  one  boy  got  G  of  the  9  marks ;  in  No.  12  one 
family  succeeded  in  having  their  girl  tardy  39  times ;  and  in 
No.  12  two  flunilies  got  82  m:irk«i.  In  sliort,  ot  the  764  cases  of 
tardiness  reported  in  town  during  the  year,  288,  or  more  than 
one  third,  were  from  12  families.  Verily,  lazy  people  are  the 
bane  ot  schools  as  well  as  of  society  in  general. 

In  conclusion  let  me  urge  that  our  present  system,  or  rathei- 
no-system,  of  education,  before  it  will  ever  accomplish  in  any 
degree  what  it  easily  might  accomplish,  must  receive  a  thorough 
re-organization.  No  two  teachers  have  the  same  plan  ;  no  l\\\> 
schools  are  conducted  in  the  same  way;  there  is  no  standard  for 
any  one  to  go  by;  all  is  hap-hazard  and  confusion.  Now  this 
should  cease  :  and  instead  of  allowino-  schools  to  go  on  thus  at 
random,  as  the  whims  of  pupils,  teachers  or  committees  -may 
dictate,  pupils,  teachers,  committees  and  all  should  be  bound 
down  by  a  Town  School  System,  to  the  accouiplishment  of 
fixed  and  definite  objects  in  some  fixed  and  definite  way.  The 
very  slight  attempts  at  systematizing  that  have  been  made 
during  the  year  have  been  detailed  above.  The  results  attained 
in  writing  and  in  "  mental  exercises,"  (as  seen  at  the  exhibition 
last  January)  show  what  can  be  gained  in  matters  of  study  by 
directing  the  attention  of  all  the  schools  to  the  same  definite 
ends;  and  the  results  in  whispering  and  tardiness,  what  can  be 

*  As  the  number  of  tardy  marks  would  increase  with  the  length  and  size  of 
school,  the  third  column  under  "Ta)dine3s"  in  the  tables  ha3  been  made  re- 
ducing each  school  to  10  weeks  length  and  100  scholars.  In  other  wards  the 
figures  in  that  column  show  Irow  many  tardy  marks  each  school  would  hate 
had,  had  it  been  10  weeks  long  and  numbered  100  scholars. 
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gained  in  order,  attendance,  &q.  Those  results  were  but  small 
to  be  sure ;  but  they  were  produced  by  small  efforts ;  and  from 
.them  we  can  judge  something  of  what  a  well-devised  and  com- 
prehensive system  would  accomplish.  Just  what  such  a  system 
should  be  it  would  not  be  my  place  to  say,  only  that  it  should 
embrace  in  its  scope  attendance,  order,  moral,  mental,  and 
physical  training,  prizes,  exhibitions,  examinations ;  in  a  word 
everything  that  can  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  advancement 
of  education.  The  "  mental  exercises  "  of  last  Winter,  though 
in  themselves  perhaps  of  no  great  value,  might  be  veiy  profit- 
ably extended  so  as  to  embrace  a  drill  in  all  the  schools,  in 
such  examples  as  those  of  Colburn's  Arithmetic,  and  in  all  sorts 
of  practical  questions  occurring  in  every-day  business.  Exer- 
>3ises  in  Geography,  Grammar,  History,  &c.,  might  be  ad{led. 
Prizes  for  the  best  reading  or  spelling  class,  for  the  best  compo- 
sition, most  correctly  written  business  letter,  for  something, 
anything,  so  that  an  interest  were  excited  and  teachers  and 
scholars  m.ade  to  work. 

Some  plan  of  operations,  embracing  all  such  things  as  these, 
to  be  carried  out  through  successive  terras  in  all  the  schools  in 
town,  is  what  I  mean  by  a  Town  School  System.  It  all  may 
seem  but  the  idle  fancy  of  an  excited  schoolmaster;  but  let  the 
town  inaugurate  such  a  System,  appoint  some  thorough-going 
man  to  carry  it  into  effect,  all  co-operate  lieartily  in  the  work, 
try  it  three  ye<irs^  and  sea  if  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  schools 
of  Antrim  have  not  attained  to  a  position  vei*y  much  in  advance 
of  anything  they  ever  reached  before. 

Gratefully  acknowledging  the  assistance  I  have  received  frcm 
ail,  and  from  the  teachers  in  particular,  I  am  glad  to  be  relieved 
of  the  duties  which  I  have  neither  the  strength  nor  the  ability 
properly  to  perform.
